The Letter Writer having given an Account of the Br. 
Bavieur of an Officer, who commanded two ‘Troeps of 
Dragoons, with which he marched to Chetter, 

[t isvery evident (fays he) from the Orders this Officer 
received, either that the Forces in Publick Pay are of no 
Service at all in quelling of Reots and Diforders ; or that 
they are to protect, and ferve the Turn of one Party 
only. 
At our EleGion (fays the Letter Writer) great Numbers 
of Officers, in different Branches of the Revenue, as well as 
common Soldters were detach’d from every Quarter of the 
Kingdom ; and it may be thought fomewhat extraordinary 
that They fhou'd all be fo very unanimous as to vote for 
Mr. Maxley, againttthe common Confent of their Fellow- 
Citizens aud the Interett, which molt of their Relations 
ferv’d; but when fome Officers in the Publich Revenue were 
threaten’d with the Lofs of their Bread ; when others, whole 
Families have long been fupported by the Grofvenors, and 
were at that Time daily receiving Wages from Them, 
were exprefly ordered tu go 150 Miles to vote againft Them, 
under Pain of difobeying Orders ; when others, who had 
been in the Service and difcharged, were forced away from 
their Friends and guarded, under Pretence of their being 
Deferters, or new-lified ; when thefe Things, I fay, are 
duly confidered, the Unanimity of zhefe poor People is not

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Tiuanus) being at that Time firft Prefident, fpoke in the 
following Manner:

Ido likewife agree That there is hardly an Inftince 
orany one Nation, where an Army was kept up, butthat Fy 
Nation, foozer or Jater, lott their Liberties. 

But then give me Leave to obferve —~ That this is 4 Fo 
very fallacious Way of Reafoning ; and by nomeans applis 
cable to the prefent Times, and Circumftances of Things, | 
ar to the Forces that are now kept up. 

Thote Nations, who have loft their Liberties by Stand- 
ing Armies, have futfered thofe Armies to be maintained 
and kept up without any apparent Reafin or Necefity; 
and then ’tis no Wonder that any Prince, who had ho 
Cumpetitor to his Crown, fhould take the Opportunity, 
by Means of that Army, to make himfelf abfulute. | 

But I dety any Man to give me an Inflance of any 
Ciown, tor affuming to himfelf arbitrary Power, in opet. 
| Violation 
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Violation of the known Laws and Conftitution ; and 
judged it meceffary to keep up an Army to oppofe any 
Attempt that fhould be made to reftore hin, that ever was 
cnflaved by that Army. 
“And the Reafon is very plain-———Becaufe, in_ this 
Cafe, there is a Competitor to the Crown, who mui 
bea Check upon every Attempt to eftablith arbitrary Power ; 
and a perpetual Remembrance That a People, who, 
in the molt extraordinary Manner, have hazarded their 
Lives and Fortunes, in Defence of their Liberties, will 
moit certainly run the fame Hazards, whenever they fhall 
find their Liberties in the fame Dazger. 

And it is avery juft Remark of one of our beft F/:/forzans, 
That the Convention Parliamen’, at the Revolu- 
‘ tion, in that famous Conference concerning the Vacancy 
‘of the Throne, feemed to have had this ia their View, 
that there fhould be a CAeck upon all fucceeding Princes, 
‘not to tread in the Steps of the late Arug James. 

So thar, in this Cafe, we may very jultly fay, 
That that which is our Daxzger, is at the lame ume our 
Security, 
To demonftrate the Reafonablenefs and Neceffity of 
keeping up the prefent Nomber of Forces, I hall not in- 
fit upon that Argument, which has been fo often ftated 
to you, in fo {trong and clear a Manner, that no one has 
lo much as attempted to give an Anfwer to it; which is, 
—— That if the prefent Number of Forces was reduced 
t0 12.000 Men, it is impoffible that sooo could be drawn 
together in fix Weeks Time, in any one Part of the 
Kingdom.

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Ir we come down to the Time of King ‘fames, we

Happy for us, Sir, and for our Pofterity, not only-—— 
that all Pap.4s5 are for ever excluded the Britifh Throne, 
but--- thatthe Varliament has wifely ettablined fuch a 
venue, as will always be fufficient to fuppost the Honour 
and Dignity of the Crown. 

In this Situation, freed from the Danger of any Inno

© depended on. 

It has been often faid, Sir--- thata Prince ought to reign 
in the Heurts and Affections of his People; and, T hatthis 
is his beft Security. 

This is very true. Nor do [I believe--- that any Prince | 
ever deferved to reign more in the Hearts and Affections of 
his People than his prefene MWajeffy--- Nay, I will go far | 
ther, and acknowledge--- that 1 believe his AZazefty to have 
fo much the Hearts and Affections of his People, that any 
Attempt in favour of the Pretezder would end in the De- 
ftruétion of the Authors of it. 

Neverthelefs, Sir, tho’ this be /aficient to fecure his Me 
jefty on the Throne; yet Experience has taught us— that 
this aione is not fufficient, without a competent Force, 


in favour of the Pretender, and calling in Foreign Powers 
to their Affiftance. | 
What Mifchiefs or Dangers fuch Attempts may poffibly 
be attended with, at onc Ziwe or other, no Man can pre 
tend to forefeeé; but this I am fure—we fhould be the on- 
ly People in the World, who,’ for our own Sakes, had we 
no Kegard for the Honour and Safety of our Prince, that 
wou'd not guara again{t them. | |

Excifes in other Countries are not levied in the fame Maz- 
ner as in England. 


Anvers.ix bis laft Craftfman in anfwer to fuch 
of bis Adverfaries as have talked of the Exctfes sm Hole 
land aud Venice, foews that the Excifes in thofe Common 


wealzhs arc not levied as they are im England. 


The Officers of Excife, in thofe Countries, are empow- 
cred only to colleét the Duties, and not allowed to harrafs 
the People afterwards; whereas our Excifemen may put 
the Trader to infinite Trouble and Vexation, after. the’ 
Crowz is fully fatisfied ; which often proves of worfe.Con- 
icquence to Him than paying doxwble the Duty. 

The Dutch kxcifemen have no Power of entering and 
fearching Houfes as the Englifh have, by the Adts before- 

] he Officers in Holland are not appointed by the Stadt- 
halder, nor in /’esice by the Doge ; but in England They 
we huminated by the Aiwz, and removeable at his Plea- 

ure. | 
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In Holland and Venice, the Duties colle&ted by Excife 
are intirely apply’d to the publick Service of the_refpective 
States ; whereas, in England, great Part of the Fines and 
Forfeitures comes into the Pockets of the Crown-O fficers, 
aud for that Reafon tempts Them to opprets the Subject. 

Betides, in Exglandnot only the Officers, but likewile the 
of all Otlences againit the Laws or are ap- 
pointed by the Crowxz, which is to have a farge Share of 
the Axci/e ittelf; whereas in fdolland and Vhofe, 
woo appoint the Officers of the Revenue, and Thofe, who 
ae the Jxdges of Offences againlt Excfe-Laws, have not 
the lealt Gain from fines and Forfertures ; but the whole 
Pr. duce of the Revenue belongs to the Commonwealth. 

The / enetians are great Enemies to Bribery, as well as 
fevere Punifhers of it when difcover’d; and the Dzke Him- 
pays a larger Proportion of Laxes than any other 

erion. 

The Governments of Vezice and Holland are therefore 
inno Danger from an Excife, under the Circumitances 
and Rettritions beforementioned. | 
* [am intormed that the Excifes in FRANCE are under 
® much the fame Regulations, with Regard to the Officer’, 
who haveno Power Of estring and fearching Houjes; fo 
that, if this be true, our boalted Land of Liberty is in-a 
worle Condition, on this Account, than even the arbitrary 
Kiugdom of France, or perhaps any Nation in the World. 

Archbifhhop obferves of the Religion, 
that it were better to have no Religion tham one, that tends 
to the Oppreffion of Mankind; and may it not with equal 
Reafon be faid of Government; Better zo have none thas 
one, which tends to the Ruin of the People, tx/tead of their 
Protection? Would it not be extremely fevere, nay, 
cven tyrannical, if Taxes fhould be fo collected, as to de- 
roy the very End of railing them; wz. the Prefervationa 
of the People in their Trade, Rights and Liberties?

Madrid wrote him the following Letter’: 3%

The Nature of Political Oppofitions examined. 


BEDIENCE (fays Carus) is due to every Govern- 

ment, fo long as thofe who adininifter it keep to their 
Duty, that is, remain fatisfied with that Proportion of Power 
which is entrufted tothem by the Conttitution, and make 
ufe of that Power for thofe Purpofes, and tor thofe only, 
for which it was entrufted with them; this, I think, mutt 
be granted me as a Principle felt-evident. 

It follows from thence, that Oppolition to anv Govern- 
ment or Adminittration is only jult and reafonable, when 
thofe at the Helm are apparently taking fuch Meatures as 
are contrary to, or dettruétive of the Conttimtion. Now 
this was actually the Criterion which diltinguifhed the late 
glorious REVOLUTION, from an open and imiamous 
BELLtON. ‘The King and his Minitlers broke in upon 
whatever the Peopie held valuable or facred, they intriny’d 
our Civil and Relizious Rights, invaded our Property, and; 
by anew affum’d di!penfing Power, diffolv’d the Laws enaét- 
ed by the Legiflature. Now whenever fuch a Cafe fhall 
happen again, Men will not be at a Lofs for a Remedy ; 
but till then, whoever oppofes an Adminiftration acting in 
due Subordination to the Laws, and attempting nothing a- 
gainft the Liberty or the Property of the Subject, is fo far 
a Traitor to his King, and an Enemy to his Country. Ac- 
cording to our prefent Conftitution nothing can be clearer 
than this. 

Indeed, if at any time Men of prodigious Artifice fhould 
get into the Adminittration, ane fhould take fuch Meafures, 
tho’ not directly contrary to the Leiter of the Laws, as 
tended either to extend the Royal Prerogative, or their own 
Power, beyond the due Bounds; or were calculated to 
fleece, or to opprefs the People; [am ready to grant, an 
~honeft and wite Man thould oppofe, and by every lawful 
Means he could think of, endeavour to deteat them; and 
on,the other Hand, if a reftlefs, unruly, and traiterous Par- 
ty of Men enter into deep and enfearchable Methods of 

Nuns. Y. injuring 
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injuring and ditturbing the Commonwealth, fo cover’d with 
Fraud, as to be out of the Gripe of legal (fadgment; it 
feems both rational and equitable, that they fhould be pu- 
nfhed according to their Deterts, by that immutable Law, 
‘Chat Iniquity fhould not efcape with Impunity. But thete 
are extraordinary Cafes, wih which, however neccilary to 
my Purpote, [ fhould have been c.utious of meddling, it 
in the Jatter [ had not been direéted in my Opinion by that 
of the ingenious and difinterefted P—-, Etq; d- 
livered on a memorable Occafion. | 
But above all Things, proper Evidence is neceflary in all 
Cates of Political Oppotition ; and if thofe who accule a 
Miviltry are un:ble to produce any Proofs of their having 
deligned or attempted to conftrain the Confciences ot Men 
in refpeét to Religious Tenets, of having exerted illegally their 
Power over the Perions of his Majetty’s Subjects ; or levying, 
againtt Law, Taxes or Impofitions of any kind; then we 
may fafely conclude, that whatever Motives may have railed 
and (upported fuch an Oppofition, they are neither Righ- 
teous in themfelves, nor can in their Confequences be bene- 
ficial to their Country.

‘He then endeavours to prove from the Circulation of 
Taxes, that They are of great Ufe in the Improvement of 
Trade, and the Employment of the Poor ; whereas if it fhould 
ever happen that the greate{t Part of the Money, rais’d upon 
the People, fhould center in a few Hazxds, and be lock’d 
up in private Coffers, it is demonttrable that Taxes mutt 
have the contrary Effeéts, and deftroy the Trade of the 
Nation. 

But as This is the moft curious Part of the whole Trea- 
tife, lam fure my Readers will be pleas’d with fome far- 
ther Extraéts from it. 

Having condemn’d all Taxes, which tend to debauch, 
effeminate and impoverifh a Nation, by leffening its publick 

‘Stock, or carrying away its People, He proceeds thus: 

‘ Now in both Thefe the TRADE oF TaAxEs (for fo, 
‘ favs He, I will callic for the future) hath the Advantage ; 
‘ forit carries nothing out of the Kingdom, nor yet takes

Time, We fhall have Reafon to admire the prodigious 
Abilities of fome Gentlemen, in extending and improving 
this Branch of our Commerce. | 

‘ The Poor, continues He, are employ’d by Taxes, and 
* are by that Means taken off from being a Charge to the 
' Kingdom. Many Men of broken Fortunes are brought 
‘into the HospitAL OF THE REVENUE, which may be 
* fo accounted, fince it is generally fili’d with rh 
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¢ that are reduced to fuch Necefiities as qualify Them for 
What a w#oble Hfpital is This grown, and how amply 
hath ic been endow’d within a few Years patt? | dare fay, 
it contains at prefent above three Times as many Penfiouers 
as Chelfcaand Greenwich put together. He goes on; 
‘ This is one Way, that Taxes employ the Poor; but 


Taxes employs the poor Artizans and Mechanicks, and 
That in a greater Meafure than our VirGinia and 
PLANTATIGN TRADE, which We with fo little Reafoo 
fo much boatt of ia thefe Kingdoms. 

Methinks, it is very furprizing that none of the Adz- 
cates fur Exci/es have yet infilted on thefe Arguments, 
which are fo agreeable to the Spirit of their own Writings, 


and fo excellently calculated to promote their Scheme. 


How glorioufly might They have expatiated on the Advan- 
tages of a general Excife, by enlarging the Hofpital of the 
Revenue, and making a Parcel of idle Fellows ufeful to 


the State, by enabling Them to fpend Aloney, without any 


Stock of their own?

— If the Cuffoms were not overloaded, and the Traders ftill 
objeét to the Exei/e, two Faéts that are equally evident, 
than either there was, Or miyht be, fomeclandeftine Method 
to obviate the Duties fuch as they were; and, tho’ ] am 
ready to confefs there are Numbers of Merchauts who would 
as foon part with their Credit on the Exchange, as defraud. 
the King of his Due; yet, as there are many Fa@s on the 
other Side of the Queition, nothing can be more jult or 
reafonable than to prevent them, if poffible ; and if this Me- 
thod will not effeét ir, none will. 
The Evidence of the Merchants therefore.is, in this Cafe, 
of no more Force than that of the Malecontents themfelves+ 
For Ambition and Intereft intail the fame Prejudices ; and 
the Mind is equally f{wayed by either. The Verdict of the 
Merchants is then to be fet afide in the fame manner with 
theirs ; and we muft appeal to yet more impartial Judges. .

of Authority whatever? T beleve I may venture to fay, 
without Offence to Truth or Decorum, that bath the Chan-— 
cery and Common Law, as well as their inferfor Defegates, 
have been guilty of as remarkable Injuries to the Subd, 
as the moft grievous Oppreffion that even the 4dzocates for 
yi ia ty can lay to the Charge of the Officers of Ex- 
mevadd, that an Inconvenience to one fingle Tndiyi- 
dual, or ane Se@.or Society of Men can b ar no Propor- 
tion, nor be eflecmed of any Weight to a Detriment that 
atfiets Whole.

vate Behaviour of thofe who are intrufted with the Admini- 
firauon. Aeputation isa Part of our Property; and we have 
as jufl and natural a Right to it as to our Lives and Eftates. 
The Law has confidered it in this Light, and has taken 
many Steps to fecure them alike: Lut, in fpite of all, the 
two laft are often expofed to the A/fzfin and the Kobler, 
and the firftto the Libeller ; a Character as black as either, 
tho’ not liable to the fame Punifhment. ’Tis plain there- 
fore that no Excife whatever can be more infamous 1 Its 
own Nature, or worte in iis Confequences, that this on 
Keputation ; yet this is the Vrade of thofe who ftile them- 
felves Patriots,and yet, for fo many Years back, have em- 
ity themfelves folely in violating one of the mott facred 
rivileges of the People they affe@ed to defend. (aa, 
there be a worfe Excsfe invented by the worft ALimsfier, 
than a weekly Libel on the Fame of one’s Native Coun- 
try? than to aim at Importance, by afperting another; oF 
to advance an Enemy’s Intereft Abroad, by efpoufing and 
aggravating our own Weakneffes at Home? Yet fuch has” 
been the uniform Condu@ of thefe publick-fpirited 
men, as the Volumes of their Tranfaétions abundantly 
manilelt; Nay, fo obftinately do they perfift in their invi- 
dious Scheme, that they now endeavour to make it univer- 
by {ducing the Peopte to join in the fame Defign, 

#flit in betraying themfelves. "Tis true, they are not faith- 
{31 cnough to call it by the odious Name of Exci/é, - 
mo 
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more palatable Terms are invented to make it go down 
the ealier. Iho’ if there is any thing really mifchievous in 
the Word, ’tis more jultly applied to their Pra@iice than any 
other, becaute fame is more valuable than any other Poflef= 
fion; and what Portion of our Profits is allotted for pub- 
lick Ofes, has both Law and Equity to juitify it; whereas 
this is oppotite, in its own Nature, to both, and can re- 
ceive the Sanction of neither. 

Tis true, as this Excsfe of theirs is laid on the Charac- 
ters and Actions of the Great, there is no Reafon to fear 


the want of Protelytesand Advocates : It agreeably, flatters

the weak Side of human Nature, fooths the Envious, 
tickles the Difcontented, feems to Ieffen the Diftance be- 
tween Man and Man, and bring the whole Species oti a 


‘Level. Betides, as I hinted in my laft, all other Excsfes 


may either dereét our Frauds, or clafh with what we call 


our immediate Intereft, tho’ fubordinate to what is of in- 


finitely greater Value to the Good of the Whole, and 
therefore is liable to an Oppofition, that the other is en- 
trely free from. For tho’ the unreftrained Licence of 
ocandal equally affects all Mankind, at one Time or an- 
other, yet no Man, when he wounds his Neighbour, 
thinks of himfelf; or, if he does, he is fatisfied with hav- 
ing it tn his Power to make Reprifals. | 

Upon the whole, whatever Calumnies may be raifed on 
the wdemsjiry, for attempting to regulate the Revenue in a 
jult and equitable Manner, they ought to be placed to the 
Account of thele Patriot Excifemen.

Conteit, that his own Three harthings in the Pound on 


Tocaces continue to be received at the Cuttom- Houfe, and 
hot in a way more advantagious to his Majelty, or more 
the Trader; butin a way only of equal 
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to his Majefty, or of efs Difficulty to the Trader. By the Me 
thod now im Uje, the new Subfidy, which is 1d. per /b. when 
paid down, is, by 25 per Cext. Difcount, reduc’d to T hree-far- 
things; but, 1f Boxded, has on'y an Allowance of 1¢ per 
Cent. Inthe imtended Regulation, eventhe Tobree-farthings 
is notto be paid down az [mportation, but the ‘Vobacco is 
to be landed, weighed, amd put into Ware-houtes, under the 
Locks of the King’s Officers, and of the Merchants; and 
no Money is to bereceiv’d, ull the Tobacco is fold, and 
removed from thence for Home-Confumption ; at which 
time the King’s Three farthings is to be paid at the Cuftom 
Houfe,and the Fourth to be paid atthe Excife-Office. Thus 
will the Tobacco Merchant (which furely mult fatisfy 
him) be reliev’d from paying any ALimey dowz, or giving 
Bond; and the King will never receive, or have in his Ot 
ficers Hands, any more than the Duty of what is to be 
con{umed at Home; and his Thiee-farthings per Pound for 
Tobacco intended for Exportation, will never be receiv’d 
 dnwards, (as has been tzfinuated) becaufe there is to be 
Drawback whatever, of that or any other Part of the Duty. 

And further to excourage the better Collecting of the 
Publick Revenues. (even to the Difadvantage of his own 
Civil Lif) yiclds up all Fines and Forfeitares to the Ute 
of the Pudisck, and they are to be added to the Receipts in

No Duties will be paid but for whatis com/umed at [iome 
fo that there can be no Frauds in Drawbacks, nor 2ny 
empiasions to Perjuries.

Some of our Readers have expreffed fo much Satisfaction 
at the Account we gave them of this Piece in our BEE, 
Number VI. that to oblige them we will give them an A-

Fraits, that rife between the Tropicks. 

‘ For thefe Reafons, there are not more ufeful Members 
ina Commonwealth than MERCHANTS. They knit 
Mankind together in a mutual Intercourte of good Of- 
fices; diftribute the Gifts cf Nature ; find Work for the 
Poor; add Wealth to the Rich; and Magnificence to the 
‘Great. Our Englifh Merchant conver:s the Tin of his 
‘own Country into Gold, and exchanges his Wool for 
‘Rubies. The Azhometans are cloath’d in our Britifb 
‘ Manufacture, and the Inhabitants of the Frozex Zone 
warm’d with the Fleeccs of our Sheep. 

* When I have been upon the Change, I have often fan- 
‘ cied one of our old Kiags ftanding in Perfon, where he is 
‘ reprefented in Effigy, and looking down upon the weal- 
* thy Concourfe of People, with which that Place is every 


© Day filld. In this Cafe, how would he be furpriz’d to 


‘ hear all the Languages of Europe fpoken in this little 
‘ Spot of his former Dotninions : and to fee fo many pri-

of frwerful Baron, negotiating like Princes for 
‘ greater Sums of Money than were formerly to be met 
‘ with inthe royal Treafury! Trade, without enlarging the 
* Britifo Territories, has given us a kind of additional Em- 
‘pire. It has multiplied the Number of the Rich, made 
‘ our lauded Eflates infinitely more valuable than they were

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Writers on either Side cared to allow: For I took it for 

granted, that when the Antiminiterial Party found their 
Endeavours vain, and faw that neither in their Domeftick 
Condu&t or Foreign Negotiations, thofe at the Helm could 
be jultly charged with any thing unlawful or unwife, they 
would lay afide their Oppofition, and betake themfelves to 
more duiiful, and confequently more likely Methods of 
saining the Favour of the Crown. 

I was drawn into this Opinion by confidering the Cha- 
raters and Difpofitions of fome, who, from Ditappoint- 
Ment in their private Vicws, began this Difturbance about 
Publick Management; and who, from pettifh Difcontent, 
took a Liking to falfe Patriotifm ; for the Profeflion of 
which they were indecd well qualified, by their having 
fome Parts, and much Iil-Nature. But as in the human 
Body fmall Diforders iff time grow into dangerous Mala- 
dies, and the Malignity of il! Humours from flight Symp- 
toms increafe into formidable Difeafes ; fo that thefe Stur- 
rings in the Body Politick, tho’ in the Beginning trivial, 
have fince fwelled into feditious Tumours, which feem 
now growing to a Crifis. But, laying afide Allegory, let 
us trace the Procefs of this Iniquity. 

Perhaps there never was a Country in the World, where 
the Inhabitants were fo well governed, as to be all fatished 
with thofe who had the Direétion of Publick Affairs. 1 
dare fay it would be no difficule Task to thew, that there 
are probable Reafons why there never will; but as they 
are not material to my Purpofe, I pafs them by. With 
Refpedt to ourfelves, ‘tis notorious that ever fince the late 
Glorious REVOLUTION we have had a reftlefs Faétion 
among us, who, partly from irrational Principles, partly 
trom telfith Views, have been for bringing us back to 
Bondage ; and, as hateful a Thing as Slavery may be, 
have laboured all they could to bring us under the Yoke 
again. Hitherto indeed their open Attempts and fecret 
Machinations have been continually defeated; but thole 
are miftaken who think the Party eradicated: Wane ot 
Succefs may have made them let$ bold; but an Enemy is

ven. Iam ready to own, that Facobitifm is a fort of Po- 
tical Madnefs; but Adadmen are for all that dangerous,

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Since the Troubles which happened between the Years 
Forty owe and Sixty, another Party has fubfifted in this Ng- 
tion, who, from an over-weening Fondnefs for Liberty,

yet conftantly purfued. Thefe two Fadtioxs, tho’ neither 
of them ftrong enough to give the Govermmext any con 
fiderable Trouble, and lefs dangerous ftill by their feem- 
ingly implacable Hatred to each other, have of late been 
brought into more amicable Terms.

They are diaphanous, becautfe they trant- 
mit Light on-every Side, andare fourteen times lighter than 
thofe of Mercury. (4.) They are rounder, {moother, or 
lels branched than thofe of Oyl, becaute Water is more 
Wuid, and drics much fooner off from Linnen. (F-) They 
are rougher, more branched, or longer than thofe Spirits of 
Wine,becaufe Water freezes, and congeals, which Spirits of 

‘ine do not (sur Author fhoxuld have added) or at lealt not 
foloon, for thaz they do freeze in colder Climates 15 evt- 
dent: And (6.) they are more folid than thofe of Air, bee 
— caufe Air penetrates where Water. will not. 

&adoxus here interrupts Ariftas, and fays, that ac- 
cording to Mir. Halley’s Obfervations, Water is eight hune 
cred times heavier than Air. Ariffas trom hence takes Oc- 
calion to obferve, that for this very Reafon it 1s fo difficult 
to fink a blown Bladder into the Water. And £adoxas re- 
fuming the Thread of his Difcourfe, remarks, that this ¢x- 
ceflive Ditference of Weight furnifhes us with a very ule- 
ful Level, to take the Level of the Earth, and to know 
the Horizon. 
The Word Level immediately excites the Curiofity of

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Arifius: I foould be glad (fays he) to know the Nature and 
Ufe of this Inftrument. Ludoxus, who readily embraces 
every Opportunity of giving his Friend Satistaction, tho’ in 
the moft minute Enquiries, explains to him, very particu- 
larly, what this Level is, and in what Manner it is made:

Ariftus, 
in his Turn, propofcs this farther Queition, tho’ out of 
Raillery; If Bealts (/ays 4e) are endued with Knowledge, 
have tome final] Degree of Reflection, and.a Soul accetti- 
bleto Paffion and Anger, would not the moft fenfible, the 
fierceft, and molt furious among them, have fhewn their 
Refentinent atthe Injury and Indignity offer’d them by De/- 
cartes, who fubjeéts them to the Laws of meer Mechanifin @ 
Endixns, upon this, gives feveral Inftances, related in Hi- 
ory, how tar Art has been made to imitate Nature. As, 
of the artificial Horfe which, inanopen Plain, would run 
feven or eight Leagues ina Day; of the Iron Statue, the 
Invention of a Captive, which walk’d thro’ feveral Turn- 
ings and Windings to the Palace of the King of Morocco, 
and after waving prefented a Petition to that Prince upon the 
Kuee, return’d back to the Prifoner; of the artificial fpeak- | 
ing Head, made by Albert the Great; and the Statue of 
Memnon, which utter’d certain Words as foon as the Rays 
of the Sun darted on irs Lips; with feveral more. 

Exdoxus continuing his Difcourfe, confeffcs, that it is 
impoffible to fet Bounds to the Wifdom of the Almighty ; 
and that it tne Hands of Men have been able to make fuch 
furprizing Machines, with much greater Reafon may we 
tuppofe, that the All-wife Workman might make others, 
Which, without the Affittance of a Soul could perform the 
fame T hings which we fee done by Beatts. But (adds 
be) the Author of Nature, who is as Wife as he is Good, 
has created us with an innate Propenfity which leads us, al- 
molt irrefittib'y, to attribute Knowledge to Animals : And 
he pretends, that this Propenfity itfelf is a ftrong Evidence 
a2aintt the Opinion of Defeartes. The Docility of feveral 
Animals, to learn almoft every Thing we can defire or with, 
's another Argument upon which he lays a great Strefs. We

of Ruffia. 


Notwithftanding the Primate of Poland continues to 
ufe his utmoft Endeavours to prevent Factions in that King- 
dom, they increafe daily.

_ Mr. Walfingham tays, that when he read the Daily 
journal of Tuefday the 10th of April, he was exceedingly 
furprized: The Account (fays Mr. /Walfinghaim) which 
that Paper gives of the Proceedings of the Common Coun: 
CIL Of the City of Lomdon, is moft extraordinary, and to 
me aftonifhing. 1 do not indeed think it furprizing, that 
they fhould affemble in order to petition the Hoxfe of Com- 
mons againit the paffing of the BILL, for Repeai:ag the pre- 


fent Duties on Tobacco tmported into this Kingaom, and for 


smpofing an inland Duty in Liew thereof. As tar ami 
from difputing their Right to petition, as any smpartial Man 
will be trom denying the Aris and Management by which 
they have been fpirited up to this Procedure. I am an 
fhall ever be tenacious of Li- 
berty, however fometimes exercifed in any Manner againtt 
my private Opinion. But I fee in this Account, which the 
Datly ‘Journal hath given us, and I am informed by feveral 
Gentlemen, Witnefles of the Proceedings in this Court 
Of Common Council, that the Bit, now depending in the 
Lfoufe of Commons, was exhibited in the Common Council, 
and a Copy of that Bill was publickly read by the Order, 
and ii the Hearing of this. Aflembly. 

To me it always appeared, that the Powers and Priv 
leges of any Aifembly are veited in that Affembly for the 
Good of the whole Community: And when any publick 
Atlembly is formed, and conftituted with Powers and Pt- 
vileges eilential to the common Good, a Violation of theil 
particular Immunities is an A@ of Violence done to the 
whole krame of Government. When once the Laws bY 
Affemblies fabfift, and by which they are 
abied to preferve the Publick, when once thofe Laws and 
Rights are invaded, thofe Affemblies themfelves become 
precarious 5 and that very Publick which they fupport, and 
which their Power was given to them meerly to Suppo! 
becomes as dreadfully precarious, even as their own un- 


certain Power. If Powers and Privileges are theretore 


fiven for pudlick Good, it follows, that ro encroach upon 
Rights, is making War agammit the Publics ; and, 
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the Pretence be ever fo popular 
thelefs deftructive to the People. 
Whoever contiders tne Coart of Common Council, mutt 
contider them as a Body invefted with many and great Pri- 
-vileges, which have been given them for the Good of the 
City of London. It is neither the Wifdom nor the Virtue 
of thofe particular Perfons, that entitles them to fit in chat 
Place, and to exercile Power over other Men more in 
Namber, richer in Property, and in all Refpeés of great- 
er Contideration than themfelves ; but it is the Free Elec 
tiun of their Fellow Citizens, who chofé them to a& for 
the Voole, and to exercife Powers, which, in their own 
private Capacities, they could with no Right, or Pre- 
tence, or Safety to the Publick, affume. Thefe Powers 
are facred to them .as a publick Affembly; aud fo far as 
their Affembly is ufeful or neceffary to the publick Goad, 
fo far are the Powers of fuch an Affembly facred to pub+ 
lick Good : For Power in a Body politick, is as Life in 
a human Body ; and to deftroy the Power or Privileges, by 
whichthe one acts, is like ftoppingthe Breath, by which the 
other exifts, and leaves them both alike Deap CARCASSES. 
Whoever then attempts to violate thofe peculrar Rights, 
which form and conttitute this peculiar Body, is an Ene 
my to the People, and to the Publick, He breaks in up- 
ov the Fences of national Liberty: He renders thefe Forms 
and Conttitutions precarious, by which all Liberty in the 
Cominuniry fubtifts, and is maintained in the Community : 
He fets Examples to other Adem to invade other, and even 
more efjential Forms, as their Paflions, or privace Interefts, 
may induce them. So that all the Laws, which uphold a 
State, are expofed to Subverfion, by indulging the Humours 
‘of Party ; and all thofe Boundaries of Power, which the 
Witdom of Agcs have  defigned for the Securities of 
egual Government, are thrown down and abolifhed in a 
bic of wild Popularity. 
If then the Common Council of Londow are a great prs- 
vileged Body, whofe Being is neceflary to the common 
Good of the City; if the Invafion ot their Privileges would 
be invading the Weifare of the City, in how much greater 
Degree maft this Reatoning be of Force with Relation 
to the House or Commons, the fapreme Reprefentanive 
of the People ; by whofe Power and Privileges rhe People 
act as a People, without whom they cannot act in any Na-

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zional Capacity, and without whom they cannot be long 
even a Free People 2 
Raifing Money is the great and facred Privilege of the 
Houfe of Commons, and hath therefore been defervedly fe. 
cured to the Hoxfe of Commons : They maintain Poffedion 
of this Privilege with the moft juft, and the moft firi@ 
Attention: They will not allow it to be debated at 
Conference: They will not fuffer it to be argued by Coun- 
ceil at their own Bar: They will not fufter the Brils to be 
printed whilft they are depending : And they will not faf- 
ter their Clerks to give Copies of fuch Bills to any but their 
own Members, and to them oxly for their private Ufe is 
the Debates and Proceedings of the Houfe : Cautions which 


have been eftablifhed from Time to Time, and continued 


from one Age down to another, by the Wifdom of the 
Houfe of Commons, that they might preferve this Power en- 
tire to themfelves ; that they might prevent, as far as pof- 
fible, all Encroachments, and maintain their Pofleflion of

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Exclamation among the Merchants and Traders refiding in 


the Cities of London and Wefiminfger, and in ali the Cities | 


and ‘Towns of Great Britam. This Fermentation began at 
firft among thofe whofe Dealings lay in Tobacco and Wine; 
and was occationed folely, (as many great, wife, and good 
Men afferted,) by the Leaven of Malicezad Wickednefs, put 
into their Mouths by one Demetrius, and his Craft{men ; 
which they {wallowed greedily with their Eyes fhut, at the 
fame Time ftopping their Ears againft all the frequent and 
Joud Remonftrances, reprefenting to them the great Danger 
and evi! Confequences thereof. This Leaven was compofed 
of alarge Quantity of acid Liquors, mix’d with fome Alkali’s. 
The former confifted of ftrong Affurances, that fome evil- 
minded and ambitious Perfons, not having the Fear either 
Of God, or of the People, before their Eyes, but inftigated 
by an inordinate Defire of Gain, had refolved to lay an heavy 
Burden, called an Excife, upon Wine and Tobacco, in Time 
of full Peace and Tranquillity, in order to extend it here- 
after, in a Time of War, to all Commodities whatfoever. 
The alkalic Part confifted of great Commendations of the 
Peoples Judgment and Power, great Concern tor their Well- 
fare, great Compaffion for them en Account of the Hard- 
fhips under which they groaned, and much good tnftruétion 
and Information ss to the Nature of them, in order to pro- 
cure a proper Remedy. This Leaven foon pat the Mer- 
chants and Traders ia Wineand Tobacco into a very great 
Ferment, and cauted them to utter very loud Complaints. 
Which paffing through the Air, as it were by Poft, to Pla- 
ces ata great Diftance, and meeting with Heads that had 
fomething in them, and being by them refieéted back up- 
on more which were empty, rolled inceflantly from one to 
another, and by continual repeated Echoes founded through- 
Out the whole Kingdom. 

Sect. I. Now there were refiding in the Citics of Lon- 
don and Weffmix/ffer, at that Time, a great Number of Per- 
fons, who dealt in a {tiple Commodity called Dal/ne/s. 
The Trade in which was very extenfive ; and being not 
confined to particular Societies or Bodies of Men, was not 
liableto thofe Abufes and iadireét Prattices, whereby the Di- 
reGtors of Companies commonly inrich themfelves, to the 
Prejudice of the leffer Proprietors. But it was free and 
Open to every private Man, from the highett to che lo tt, 
who might make uft of bis own natural or acquired Stock, 
and utter and vend it to any = of the Kingdom. Nay, 


Nuno. XI. the 
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the Clergy, who areunder fome Reltraint as to other forts 
of Merchandize, had full Liberty as to this: And forme o! 
them, who were confiderable Dealers this Way, were yet 
thought at all the lefs canonical, or lefs worthy of Prefer. 
ment. —— Neither was this kind of Merchandize burthened, 
like feveral others, with heavy Impofts, Cuftoms, or Ex- 
cifes; which lalt efpecially are reprefented by fome free 
political Writers, as Marks and Badges of the Subjedts Sla- 
very. It is true indeed, that one particular ranch of this 
frade, which arofe from the daily or weekly Produétions 


of Grub-Street, lay under fome Inconvenienccs bythe 
upon Paper, but more efpecially by the Stamp-Duty, which 
brought in a great Revenue to the Crown. But notwith- 


fianding this Incumbrance, even this Part of the British 
Manutacture of Da/lwefs, (as it may be jultly called, fince

Taverns aud Ale-Houfes, as in Cotfee- Houfes : So that itis 
Githicult to dilcover, whether Politicks do not proceed 4s 
much, Or more, trom Wine, or Ale, or Coffee, in all thole 
Places, as from ‘Tobacco. — For my Part, 1 think, that 
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Liquor and Tobacco mutually aflift each other, and jointly 
produce the molt coufummate Courage and Policy. Let 
any one obferve the Officers and private Soldiers in our Ar- 
my, he will find the Generality of them frequently taking 
Tobacco, either with their Nofe, or Mouth, or with both ; 
either inufing, or finoaking, or chewing. To this [ 


chiefly attribute their intrepd Courage; which however,

In the S:orm that happen’d yefterday Morning, the Light-

monton, and broke the Clock that was therein all to pieces; 
it likewife {truck down a Man about a Quarter of a Mile 
from that Place, and he died in lefs than two Hours aftet.

On the 26th of February, near $ at Night, | 
and my Daughter were returning from Kex/ingtom in a 
Hackney Coach; the wooden Shutters of the Coach-doors 
were drawn upclofe; alittle on this fide of Amghts-bridge, 
fome. body tap’d at one of the wooden Shutters, and my 
Daughter let itdown, when prefently a Man on Horleback 
put fomething into the Coach (I fuppofe it was a Piftol) and 
aid, Deliver your Money! | took out fome Money, t 
evets it might be about 125. and gave him. He then faid, 
Give me your Hand, which I did; and he pulled off my 
Ring. It was a mourning Ring, had it made with feveral 
others of the fame kind, on the Death of my Uncle; the

asked for my Sword; Itoid him [had none; Tex give we 
your Watch, {ays he. I pulled my Watch out, and in pu'- 
ting, the Chain flip’d off. I gave the Chain to my Daughter, 
and the Watch to the Prifoner. Whether it was after I 
had given him my Watch, or before, | cannot be certain, 
but he finatch’d off my Hat and Wig. I expoftulated with 


him on that Occafion. I told him it was very unufeal tor. 


Men of his Profeffion to take fuch Things, and that it be- 
ing very cold it might indanger my Health. He fwore 
plentitully, gave me a great deal of opprubrious Language, 
and told me that he would take all he could get.

This Nail they 
clafp or open at their Will, and under it there is a finall 
Averture, cut of which they emit a very fubtle Poilon. 
\VWhen tsey walk (fays be) upon Glafs, or any thing that 
has a finooth Surface, they prefs out of a Kind of Spunge, 
which they have at the Bottom of their [*eet, a Sore of 
Subltance, which cleaving to the Glals, enables 
them to keep their Hold, without depriving them of the 
Liberty of walking.

The Miffionaries in particu- 
lar cannot make the Enquiries, which are neceflary, in the 
new Emperor’s Reign, without expoting themfelves to ap- 
parent Dangers. Thefe Books are, for the moit Part, uns 
digefted, without Order or Method, filled with innume+ 
rable Quotations and Paffages of Morality, Hillory, Phy- 
ficks, and judicial Aflrolegy. How laborious mutt it be to 


‘run thro’ great Numbers of Books of this Kind. In order 


to:trace out the Progrefs and Decay of Altronomy, to dif- 
tinguifh the different Methods of the Profeflors of this Sci- 
ence, to examine and form a Judgment of them, and to 
penetrate, thro’ all. this Obfcarity, into Secrets, which mott 
of the modern Chinefe themielves are Strangers to: Be- 
caufe the moft learned amongi them, confining themfelves 
at prefent to the Practice of —s Aftronomy, know 
littie of the Praétice, and lefs of the Theory, of the anl- 


\Father memions all 
Learned may know what Obligation they have to F, 
bil, for breaking thro’ fuch a Chain of Difficulties. aan 
Father coming into Chima at. a Time whem he fe 
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exercife his Zeal for Religion, with that Freedom which 
he might have done during the Reign of the Emperor 
Cham-h:, had the more Leifure to attend the Study of the an- 
cient Chinefe Aftronomy. He read and abridged thofe fa- 
mous Claffical Books, which the CAsnefe cai) Kings, and 
which they look upon as facred. ‘The grand Hiftory of 
China, the different Parts of which were written by cotem- 
porary Authors, beginning with the Empire of the Hax;, 
about two hundred Years before the Birth of Curist, and 
continued down to the Beginning of the XVth Century 
of the Chriftian AEra, contains the Hiftory of the Chinefe 
Aftronomy, and of the ancient Profeflors of that Science 
under every Dynafty. From thefe Books F. Gaxbil ex- 
traéted whatever he found worthy of being inferted in his 
Work. He read all that had any Regard to Aftronomy in 
the Commients upon the Claffical Books, which were writ- 
ten. under the Dynafties of the Tangs, Songs and Mixg:s. 
He had Recourfe to the Works of the Chinefe Attrono- 
mers (fome of whom have compiled ¢o Volumes in Folio 
upon Aftronomy) for their Syftem and Method. After 
thefe immenfe Labours F. Gaxbil thought him/elf capable 
or writing his Hiltory and Treatife of the ancient Aftrono- 
The Chinefe have a Tradition, that Fox-b:, who is fup- 
pofed to be the Founder of their Empire, was the firft Man 
who taught Aftronomy: But F.Gazéil affures us, that not- 
withftancing all the Endeavours of the Chinefe 1o difcover 
the Methods this Prince follow’d, and to find out how far __ 
his Aftronomical Science extended, they are as yet ignorant 
of both. A large Fragment of a claffical Book, call’d 
Chou-king, which is yetin Being, informs us, that 2155 Years 
before the Birth of Curist, there were Perfons. appointed 
to make Supputations and Obfervations of the Eclipfes ; 
and that they had fome excellent and certain Roles, by 
which they calculated, is plain, becaufe fevere Punifhments 
were by the Laws diated for thofe Aftronomers who 
#ail’d in giving the exa@ Time of an Eclipfe. The Eclipfe 
atss Years before Cutrst has ferved to fix a noted 
Epoch in the Cdinefe Hittory. By this Fragment we likewife 
nnd, that the Cdinefe in thofe Das; obferved the’ Motions 
of the Sun, the Moon, and the Stars, to determine the 
‘Time of the Equinoxes and Solftices ; that the Chisefe Year 
then confifted of 366 Days and fix Hours, and that every 
fourth Year had 367 Days; thatthe Lunar Year was Jike- 
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wife known to them, and that they were exad in theic 
Reckonings, and made Ufe of Intercalation. Befides this 
they have fome other Fragments of ancient Books, com- 
pil’d in the enfuing Centuries which treat of Aftronomy : 
But (as F. Gaubil fays) the Chinefe Aftronomers them- 
felves allow, that after the Time of Tchun-T/ieau, which 
was about 450 Years before CAri/#, Aftronomy was to- 
tally neglected by the Chinefe, They took no fa ther Pains 
to make Calculations or Obfervations of the Eclipfes, and 
_ by Degrees they entirely loft the Knowledge and Pra@ice 
of Aftronomical Supputations. The Emperor 
Floang (A Monfier who was afraid of having his A@ions 
tranfinitted to Pofgersty,) having begun his Reign 246 
Years before our vulgar Chriftian Era, caus’d all Books of 
Hiftory and Aftronomy to be burnt; no Books efcap’d 


this general Conflagration, but thofe which treated of Phy- 


fick, Aftrology and Husbandry; fo that nothing remain’d of 
Attronomy, but confus’d Traditions, andthe Fragments of 
fome few Books which had been preferv’d by being con- 
ceal’d. The Science of Aftronomy did not begin to flourith 
again till under the Dynafty of the Hans, whofe Founder 
was Licon-Pang, about the Year 206 before Curisr. 
From this Time only can any certain Account be given of 
the Chinefe Aftronomy: and from this Time it is, that F. 
Gaubil begins his Hittorical Abridgment thereof. ibd 
About 66 Years before Chriff, Lieow-Hin, a Native of 
Sutcheou, a City of Kiangnan, having collected the Obfervae 
tions of Lieou-Hiang, his Father, of Siematfien, of Lobia- 
honz, and other Aftronomers, compil’d a compleat Body of 
Aftronomy, to which he gave the Name of Son-Zong, or 
the three Principles. 
By this Work we fe, that the Calendar of Chiwa had 
feveral Errors at the Time of the Birth of Carist. The 
Aftronomers under the Hams had a tolerable Knowledge 
of the Number and Situation of the Stars, and could give 
a pretty good Lift of them: They had a Comet the 
Eclipfes of the Sun, and fome Obfervations on rg yore 
but they mark’d neither the Longitude, nor the ude, 


nor the Declination of the Stars.

they had:impofed on any of the conquered Nations. Would 
not every rational Man among them, who could have fure- 
feen fuch a fudden and terrible Change of Government, have 
refufed the Bribes, the Penfions, and the Empioyments, 
which were offered by Cefer? As often as I read the Hiftory 
of this. great Revolution, it creates in me the utmoft Afto- 
nifhment to confider, that fuch a Venerable Magiftracy, 
who were looked upon as an Affembly of Gods, every 
Member of which was fit to command an Army, and 
to govern a- Kingdom, fhould be fo eufily enthralled: 
that in lefs than a Ceatury, they thould become fo bafe and 
degenerate as to feem pleafed with the Chains, which had 
been put upon them, and even glory in doing that Drudgery, 
which in the Days of Liberty they would not have exaéted 
from the meanett of their own Slaves..———= They did 
not only confer fo many Honours and Titles upon the Em- 
peror, till at laft they could invent no more ; but they de- 
{cended fo low as to worthip his favourite Servants, upon 
whom, they beftowed the Wealth of the Romaz Empire 
fafter than thofe Wretches could poffibly receive 
To Paras, the Freed-Man of Claadias,. they voted the 
Honours and Ornaments of “the Prator-fhip, and a Sum 
exceeding one hundred thoufand Pounds of our 
though he was at that Time worth more than eight Milli- 
ons, which-he had plandered from the Treafury, or extorted 
from the People. And what do you think’ was: the chief 
Reafon affigned for this extraordinary Decree of the Senate. 
Why truly, becaufe PALLAS had conde(cended to be Prime 
Miifter to the Emperor, that is, becaufe he vouchfafed to 
tread on the Necks of the Great Lords and Senatorsof Rome, 
and to’ rule’ the People with a Rod of irons Thi 
Man, who was a manumized-Slave, and had been 2 Beg- 
gar but afew Years before, had found the Way to cayvie 
the Emprefi, and by her Méans 
that it was afterwards Seen id by Nero, whea he 
difmiffed him’ from his Employment, ‘ PALLAS is gone to 
Pliny, in one of his Bpiltes speaking of this Decree, 
fays pertinently enough, * That it was 
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Slaves, who paid it. But, however it was defign’d to 
honour the Admminiftration: of fuch a Creatare, yer it 
only ferved toexpofe to the whole World the Linpudence— 
of Pauias, the Sexpidity of the Emperor, and the Ba/e- 
mefs of theSenate? 
truth that univerfal Corraption, which now prevailed in 
Rome, bad madeall Men Sycophants, whofe Bufinefs oblig’d 
’em to appear. at Court. And their exce and tcandalous 
Fattery encouraged and confirmedthe Tyranny of the Em- 
peror.-- The Graudees, who had an Opportunity of approach- 
ing his Perfon, and who oughtto have remonftrated againtt 
‘the Oppreffions of his Minilter, were the moi! prone to flat- 
ter both the one and the other; and the chief Contention 
among them feem’d to be, who fhou’d firft offer his In- 
cenfe to PALLAS, and make the greateft hafte to fell him- 
felfand his Country. 

It muft indeed be owned, that the Cefars were generally 
of fuch a Make,.and naturally to very wicked, that it was 
a dangerous Attémpt to give them any good Advice. And 
befides, they were always govern’d by fuch Men, as had 
nothing in View, but their own Interett. Thefe 
Favourites mifreprefented every Perfon, who was known 
to be a Paersot, or who fpoke of the prefent State of the 
Empire with Opennefs and Sincerity. They flattered 
the Prince into a Belief, that the moft violent Methods of 
Oppreffian were the jufte(t Meafures of Government ; and 
they had the Addrets to perfuade him, that he was beloved 
by the People, when he was abhorred by every Body, even 
by his own Domefticks. The firtt time they ever foffered 
him to open his Eyes,. was to fee himfelf fttipt. of all the 
Enfigns of Sovereignty, and ta behold the Swords of his 
own Guards liftedup againft him.. 

But we need not go fo far backward to evidence the Folly. 
of thofe-Princes who have delegated their whole Fower to 
one of their own Subjeéts. Hiftory will furnifh 
us wuha fufficient Remit of Examples. For as. it al- 
Ways was, foit ever will be, the chief Bufinef§ of a Court 
Minion, of Prime Minifter to enrich himfelf with the Spoils 
af the Publick, and tq raife his own Family and Depen- 
dants by oppreffing all the reft of the People. —— Fo etfe& 
this Purpofe, his firft Attempt is to magnify and enlarge

T HE Speech, which it is faid, the Cardinal Minifter late- 
ly made to the: Queen, is fomething remarkable, and, 
if trne, fees to contradiét the Account we have hither- 
to had of a Refolution taken by the Court of France, to

to the Throtie’df Poland. This Speech is reported to have 
been as follows.

not fufger her to make any farther Advances: If Money and 
Arguments will not do, we muft not think of employing Force. 
It is likewife faid, the Cardinal has declared, that the Fo- 
reign Minifters at that Court had taken what his Adjunct 
had told them in a wrong Senfe, it never having been his 
Majefty’s Intention, that it fhould be looked upon as Equi- 
valent to a Declaration of War: That it was true, the 
Mott Chriftian King’s Defign was to maintain, to the ut- 
moft of his Power, the Freedom of Ele&tion in Poland;
